WASHINGTON—(INS) — Unless 
there is a miraculous return of pros- 
perity, or other unlooked for de- 
velopments in the next ten months. 
it is likely that the presidential 
campaign of 1932 will be the most 
economically conducted — from a 
money standpoint—since the turn

Proposals to Virtually 
Kill Body Will Be

WASHINGTON—(INS)— Major 
farm organizations of the country 
will fight to the limit proposals to 
virtually kill the Federal Farm 
Board by denying appropriations in 
the next congress. President Ed- 
ward A: O’Neal, of the American 
— Bureau Federation, said to- 

ay. 
Instead, he predicted, the farm 
organizations will demand -a 
Strengthening and expansion of 
the Board’s powers and activities. 

With a large portion of the $500,- 
000,000 provided by congress tied 
up in wheat and cotton, and a 
huge loss facing the board if it 
sells the products, it is believed an 
additional grant will:.be sought 
from congress. 

Notice has been served by Rep- 
resentative Wood (R) of Indiana, 
chairman of the house appropria- 
tions committee, that the board 
must show real need for funds, and 
Senator Reed (R) Pennsylvania, is 
pverne to make a fight to abolish 
“We feel the farm board has 
made some mistakes, but it has 
|done some good, and if it needs 
funds to perform its functions it 
ought to have them,” said O’Neal. 

The Farm Bureau, O’Neal pre- 
dicted, will support a bill by Sen- 
ator Dickinson (R) of Iowa, throw- 
ing greater restrictions around 
trading in futures on the grain ex- 
changes. 

The farm board helped prices 
through its stabilization efforts, but 
if the equalization fee had been in 
effect the price of wheat might be 
15 to 22 cents a bushel higher, 
O’Neal said. 

He declined to comment on the 
announcement that the board will 
not purchase more cotton, but said 
the equalization fee offered the 
only feasible method of controlling 
production. 

Representative Cole (R) of Iowa, 
a member of the “farm bloc,” is 
not so enthusiastic over farm 
board’s stabilization .methods. 

“The board was largely created 
to organize the farmers coopera- 
tively,” said Cole. “I am not in fa- 
vor of buying up huge qilantities 
of grain and cotton. The govern- 
ment has no more right to buy up 
surplus farm products than § sur- 
plus automobiles. 

“I believe if the farm board had 
confined itself to what some of us 
who voted for the bill had in mind 
—Ssetting up of cooperatives—it 
would have produced a lot of good.”

TRIO IS SENT 
TO PRISON FOR 
GRAND LARCENY 


Colored Men ‘Are 
Sentenced 


Harold Harper, 18-year-old white 
youth of Elgin, Il.\and Claude 
Hollingsworth, colored, 28, of Ar- 
kansas, were sentenced this noon 
by Judge D. V. Jackson ‘in district 
court to indeterminate terms not 
exceeding five years at Anamosa 
reformatory, and Scott Allen, 38, 
also colored, of Alabama, was sen- 
tenced to the same term at Ft. 
Madison, after 211 three had enter- 
ed pleas of guilty to grand larceny. 

The trio was brought to Musca- 
tine today from Ottawa, Ill, by 
Sheriff F. B. Nesper and S. M. 
Filipczak, division special agent 
for the Rock Island railroad to face 
charges of stealing 13 brass jour- 
nals which ‘they removed from 
freight cars at the Hahn gravel pit 
near Muscatine on Aug. 29. 

Arraigned before Justice J. C. 
Coster this morning, all three waiv- 
ed preliminary hearing and were 
bound over to the grand jury under 
bonds of $1,000 each. They ex- 
pressed a wish to plead guilty and 
were taken soon after to the dis- 
trict court om information filed by 
Acting County Attorney Frank 
Drake.

Confessions Made 

According to their confession to 
Sheriff Nesper and Filipczak today, 
the trio came to Muscatine from 
Higin on the day of the robbery in 
Harper’s automobile.

DR. KOEHLER IS 
OUSTED BY CIVIL 
SERVICE BOARD 


CHICAGO—(Special)—The city 
civil service commission Tuesday 
ordered the dismissal of Dr. Gott- 
fried Koehler, an assistant com- 
missioner of health since 1910, and 
a member-of the health department 
for 25 years. Dr. Koehler is knowr 
as an authority on advanced medi- 
cal science as developed in Ger- 
many, 

The charge of neglect of duty and 
conduct unbecoming a city employe 
was brought by Health Commis- 
sioner Bundesen and Dr. Hugh O. 
Jones, assistant health commission- 
er, last April. Dr. Koehler’s accus- 
ers said he had failed to prevent 
use of health department bulletins 
for political uses by the former city 
administration. 

The unanimous verdict of the 
commissioners, headed by Richard 
J. Collins, was that Dr. Koehler was 
“guilty of gross negligance in fai!- 
ing to safeguard the accuracy, 
truthfulness, and scientific compet- 
ence of the quinquennial report for 
the years 1926-1930 as well as the 
weekly health department bulletins, 
“Chicago’s Health.” 

“By reason of the carelessness, 
pee. incompetency, or deliberate 

tent of Dr. Koehler,” says the 
verdict, “the completed five year 
report falls far short of the proper 
and accepted standards of scientific 
publication, being filled with errors, 
irrelevant matter, omissions, and 
misleading statements or implica- 
tions. As published, it is as a whole, 
an untruthful and misleading re- 
port of departmental activities.” 

Several health department em- 
ployes testified at the hearing that 
Dr. Koehler had been abusive and 
unreasonable in dealing with sub- 
ordinates.

PROTESTS HIKE 
IN RAIL RATES 


Ob jection F orwarded 
To Commission at 
Chicago Meet 


A protest against the 15 per cent 
general increase asked by the rail- 
roads, has been filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce commission by 
the local chamber of commerce. 
The commission will meet at the 
Hotel Sherman, Chicago, this 
week. 

The protest of the local organi- 
zation is as follows: 

“The Muscatine: Chamber of 
Commerce, representing commer- 
cial, industrial and professional in- 
terests in Muscatine, Iowa, popu- 
lation 16,778, respectfully presents 
for your consideration a.general 
protest against the granting of the 
carrier’s request for a general in- 
crease of fifteen per cent in rail- 
road rates. 

“At a time when business in gen- 
eral is attempting to overcome the 
effects of the long period of depres- 
sion by reducing costs rather than 
increasing them, at a time when 
the commodity price level is lower 
than it has been for years, the pro- 
posal of our railroads to add to 
transportation costs that are be- 
lieved by the shipping public to be 
too high now, has only the effect of 
causing the general public to feel 
that said proposal is entirely un- 
warranted, unreasonable and im- 
practicable. 

_ “The business interests of Musca- 
tine feel that our railroads should 
be compelled to adopt stringent 
economies, just as all lines of pri- 
vately owned businesses are doing, 
rather than to be permitted to pass 
the buck to the consuming public. 

“We are interested in recejving 
adequate railroad service and we be- 
lieve rates should be commonsur- 
ate with the volume and character 
of service. Our own welfare de- 
pends upon adequate transportation 
facilities. We believe that addi- 
tional increases in rates at this time 
under present strained economic 
conditions are not only unwarrant- 
ed and unreasonable, but, eventual- 
ly, will prove prejudicial to the best 
interests of the railroads them- 
selves. If the carriers are granted 
an additional fifteen per cent in- 
crease now, further great inroads 
in railroad freight traffic will be 
made by truck and barge transpor- 
tation until railroad freight ton- 
nage will dwindle and dwindle, with 
disastrous results to carriers and 
shippers alike. 

“We, therefore, protest against 
the granting of the proposed in- 
crease.”

The safest way for people to live 
a long time is to “be your own 
doctor.” In this age of hospitaliza- 
tion, serumization, x-ray, radium, 
and haphazard operations, purely 
for the almighty dollar, a person is 
just as safe, in fact safer in his 
own hands than anywhere else. 

There certainly must be some- 
thing radically wrong with the 
healing art when more hcspitals 
and more appropriations. for , re- 
search work are before the public. 
all the time. 

Why should there be so much 
sickness and pain when for hund- 
reds of years regular physicians 
have had access to all knowledg:> 
supplied by the laboratories, clin- 
ics, hospitals, and every type of re- 
search work. Surely something 
must have been found in all of this, 
unless, for some reason, all of this 
time, money, and the  suffer- 
ing of dumb animals in vivisection 
has been diverted into the wrong 
channels, chasing a myth as it 
were. After all of this time and 
effort there must be a reason why 
medicine does not do more. . One 
would not be far wrong if he were 
to say that the average physician, 
both ancient and modern, has been 


Red| chasing germs and the results of 


disease so much that the brighter 
subject of “health” has been neg- 
lected; the patient has been neg- 
lected. Between watching disease 
and the patients pocket book, 
health has had a hard time being 
in the limelight at all. Except 
in cases when there was vitality 
enough to overcome the disease 
(and the treatment) for the dis- 
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ease, health Ly. s had an. uphill Heat ] 


This condition which we call dis- 
ease, and which is attacking hu- 
man beings on every side, is not 
going to be found inside of dumb 
animals, nor is any drug going to 
lift humanity out of this condition. 
The developement and progress of 
any patholigical condition may be 
interesting, but not nearly so much, 
or so worthwhile, as the study of 
man in health. A healthy person is 
much more interesting than a sick 
person, and much more pleasant to 
get along with and to share ones 
interests atid happiness with.. The 
morbid aspects of disease will dis- 
appear just as quickly as man 
learns. to care for hims¢lf and keeps 
away from time worn ignorant and 
superstitious treatment. 

The human body is meant fcr 
health, not disease, and up to a 
certain point the forces of Nature 
which manifest life through the 
human body will continue, but 
when-the body becomes too poison- 
ed by drugs, and too matilated by 
unnécessary operations and burns, 
then, too great an obstacle has 
been placed in the 
health. 

Until the time comes, when those 
who have taken the responsibility 
of. the people’s health into their 
hands, are willing to work with 
Nature; simply and sanely, a person 
will do well to learn what he can 
do for himself, and to see to it that 
he is not responsible for placing 
the health of the public, and their 
children, into the hands of those 
who may consider, science, politi- 
cal position, arid the dollar; above

They are not “in” 
mathematically, of course, but it is 
no secret that their thoughts have 
turned to the World Series. 

Every man on the Cardinals 
club is pepped up over the pros- 
pect of again facing the Philadel- 
phia A’s in the annual baseball 
classic. The young men from St. 
Louis are itching to réGeem their 
defeat at the hands of the A’s 
last fall and all of them, includ- 
ing Manager Street himself, feel 
that they will give a better ac- 
count of themselves at the next 
opportuniy. 

“We know a lot more about the 
A’s than we did last year,” said 
Manager Street. “They are, of 
course, a great ball club. But I 
have a great ball club, too, and 
if we meet them again I shall be 
disappointed if we don’t make good 
in a big way.” 

The Cardinals know that in a 
short series the A’s figure to be 
hard to beat, what with such 
splendid pitchers as Grove, Earn- 
shaw and Walberg — to say noth- 
ing of Hoyt and the other Phila- 
delphia twirlers. But St. Louis 
also has a fine pitching staff, an 
even better corps of hurlers than 
they had last fall. Right now, 
as they go into the final drive 
for the flag, Street has no less 
than seven excellent starting pit- 
chers, any one of whom can be 
counted upon to do his stuff for 
nine full innings, or more. 

Street’s opinion is that the Chi- 
cago Cubs will be the hardest of 
the National League contenders to 
beat. But he is supremely confi- 
dent the Cardinals can take the 
Cubs without undue difficulty. Had 
not Hack Wilson fallen down so 
hard for Chicago and had Rogers 
Hornsby been able to keep himself 
in the lineup regularly, Street 
would anticipate a harder time with 
the Cubs. 

As for the New York Giants, 
Manager Street does not believe 


they can come through to the 
point where they will worry the 
Cardinals. For one thing, the team 
has been “shot” by injuries to star 
players, including Freddie Lind- 
strom, Mel Ott and Hughey Chitz. 
Then, too, their pitching staff has 
been erratic. 

St. Louis recognizes the Brook- 
lyn Robins as a formidable club 
but one which, for some mysterious 
reason, cannot click. Brooklyn has 
pretty good pitching, and hard hit- 
ters in O’Doul, Herman, Bissonette 
and Frederick, but somehow they 
bog down when they meet the sec- 
ond division clubs which are just 
as important to conquer as_ those 
up in front. 

If the National League race de- 
velops into a neck and neck dash, 
St. Louis will have the edge be- 
cause of its remarkable reserve 
strength and pitching staff. The 
danger of a real slump is obviat- 
ed by the fact that Street has so 
many good pitchers who figure to 
step out on the mound and hurl 
air tight ball. 

No other team in either league 
has as good reserve material as 
the Cardinals. 

When Jim Collins, the dashing 
young first baseman, was injured 
recently the veteran “Sunny Jim” 
Bottomley was ready to take his 
place. When Charley Gelbert, the 
regular shortstop, was _ troubled 
with a lame arm, Jake Flowers 
went to the shortstop position and 
played great ball. Flowers also 
substituted for Frankie Frisch at 
second base when that celebrated 
“money player” was out of com- 
mission. 

In_ the outfield, Street also has 
a wealth of replacements with 
Pepper Martin, Chick MHafey, 
George Watkins, Ray Blades, Wal- 
ter Roettger and Ernie Orsatti 
available for duty. 

It certainly looks like the St. 
Louis Cardinals and the Philadel- 
phia A’s in the 1931 World Ser- 
ies. It should be a ding dong bat- 
tle this time, especially in view of 
the fact that this year the series 
will open, under the rotation plan, 
at the National League park, thus 
giving the Cards the edge in that 
most of the games probably would 
be played on their home grounds.
